A    Letter    from    President    Drinker 

July   1,    1914. 
To   All   Lehigh    Men: 

We  have  had  a  satisfactory  year. 
The  student  attendance  has  been  up 
to  the  limit  of  our  capacity  for  good 
work,  and  the  graduating  class  was 
composed    of    representative    men. 

Our  men,  and  there  were  many  of 
them,  who  came  back  for  Alumni 
Day,  had  an  opportunity  to  study  the 
advance  made  in  the  last  decade  in 
our  plant,  and  in  the  size  of  our 
teaching  force,  and  we  have  good 
reason  to  feel  satisfaction  in  the 
showing.  In  the  year  1904-1905  the 
teaching  force  was  composed  of  15 
professors,    10    assistant    professors,    3 


lecturers,  2  8  instructors,  and  4  as- 
sistants, a  total  of  60.  In  the  year 
1914-1915,  it  will  comprise  22  pro- 
fessors, 5  associate  professors,  17 
assistant  professors,  2  lecturers,  2  5 
instructors,  and  4  assistants,  a  total 
of  75.  The  student  body  in  1904- 
1905  numbered  630,  and  in  1913-1914 
— 689,  thus  showing  that  with  nearly 
the  same  sized  student  body,  the 
teaching  force  has  been  materially 
strengthened,  particularly  in  the 
higher  grade  experienced  teachers. 
Thanks  to  the  aid  given  by  the 
Alumni  Endowment  Fund,  and  other 
sources  of  increased  financial 
strength,  the  rate  of  pay  of  the 
teaching  force  has  been  substantially 
increased. 

The  following  summary  shows  our 
financial  advance,  and  the  improve- 
ments in  the  last  decade  made  possible 
by  voluntary  gifts  of  friends  of  the 
Institution:

The  above  two  donations  amount- 
ing to  $407,000,  given  by  the 
daughter  and  daughter-in-law  of 
the  Pounder,  constitute  the  lar- 
gest amount  received  by  the 
University  from  any  source 
since  the  death  of  the  Founder, 
Asa  Packer. 

Alumni  Endowment  Fund  Sub- 
scriptions, (Cash  paid  in  to 
date,     $80,576.43) 170,500 

$1,399,500 
A  sum  larger  than  the  entire  in- 
vested endowment  of  the  University, 
which  reckoned  at  the  present  mar- 
ket values  of  the  securities  amounts 
to  $1,349,335. 

The  Alumni  will  appreciate  from  a 
business  stand-point  the  fact  that  in 
this  expansion  the  acquisition  of  these 
additional  facilities  has  not  embar- 
rassed the  University  with  additional 
operation  or  maintenance  charges. 
Drown  Memorial  Hall  is  maintained  by 
the  student  dues  of  $2  annually  and  the 
profits  of  the  supply  bureau.  While 
the  College  Commons  can  not  be  run 
on  the  basis  of  the  good  and  pure 
food  provided  by  the  University,  at 
$3.50  per  week,  (the  service  is  not 
under  contract),  the  receipts  from 
the  Dormitories  and  Commons  com- 
bined cover  the  loss  at  the  Commons, 
and  one  properly  supplements  the 
other  to  pay  expenses.  Sayre  Park 
and  the  Fritz  and  Coxe  Laboratories 
are  all  self  supporting,  and  there 
seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  our  new 
a.thletic  improvements  will  be  so  also. 
Great  as  was  the  need  under  which 
we  labored  in  the  past  for  better  fa- 
cilities for  the  physical  care  and 
training  of  our  students,  it  should  be 
remembered  that  the  improvements 
of  the  last  decade  ran  first  in  direc- 
tions contributing  to  their  comfort — 
as  in  the  Dormitories  and  the  Com- 
mons and  Drown  Memorial  Hall  an,d 
then  to  the  betterment  of  our  educa- 
tional facilities  in  the  superbly  efficient 
engineering  equipment  of  the  Coxe  and 
Fritz  Laboratories,  and  in  the  re- 
construction and  equipment  of  Cop- 
pee  Hall  this  year  as  an  adequate 
and  well  appointed  home  for  the  De- 
partment of  Arts  and  Sciences,  includ- 
ing our  excellent  training  schools  for 
Education  and  for  Business  Adminis- 
tration. 


Last  have  come  Mr.  Taylor's  great 
and  most  welcome  donations  of  our 
New  Gymnasium  and  Field  House, 
now  in  course  of  completion,  with  all 
the  encouragement  they  bring  to  the 
movement  for  the  expansion  of  bet- 
ter playing  ground  facilities  now  un- 
der construction  in  our  supplemen- 
tary playing  field  and  new  Stadium. 
The  United  States  Government  in  its 
wise  care  for  the  comfort  and 
pleasure  of  its  employees  at  Panama 
reaped  golden  results  in  the  esprit 
de  corps  and  personal  pride  and  in- 
terest in  the  work  developed  among 
the  men.  Our  great  corporations  are 
realizing  the  value  of  this  policy  as 
an  asset, — and  Lehigh  has  reached 
the  time  when  Warriner's  wise 
words  at  the  Wilkes-Barre  banquet 
in  1906  have  come  to  be  generally 
appreciated  as  setting  the  policy  of 
the  Institution, — that  more  care 
should  be  given  to  keeping  men  in 
college  than  in  inducing  them  to 
come  to  college, — care  of  their 
bodies  and  surroundings  and  care  of 
and  sympathetic  interest  in  their 
pleasures  and  pursuits,  to  the  end 
that  we  may  develop  and  train 
scholarly  men  and  men  who  shall 
be  not  only  refined,  cultured  gentle- 
men of  high  character  but  also  stal- 
wart   athletic    Americans. 

Never  in  the  history  of  Lehigh 
have  our  Alumni  had  before  them  a 
proposition  so  easy  of  promotion  as 
to  now  throw  their  united  aid,  by 
such  contributions  as  they  can  give, 
in  completing  our  Stadium.  What  an 
incentive  to  future  Alumni  support  of 
the  Alma  Mater  it  will  be,  and  what 
an  object  lesson  to  sympathetic 
friends  of  Lehigh,  what  an  apprecia- 
tive practical  response  and  support 
to  Charley  Taylor's  liberality,  to  see 
the  record  in  tablets  on  the  Stadium 
sections  showing  that  they  were  do- 
nated by  bodies  of  the  Alumni  of  the 
University  in  the  promotion  of  facili- 
ties for  exercise  and  manly  sport  and 
the  development  of  the  good'  qualities 
of  self-restraint,  command  of  temper, 
courteous  forbearance  and  good  fel- 
lowship that  properly  conducted 
athletics  surely  always  do  promote.

Wearing  vari-colored  paper  caps 
provided  by  the  Entertainment  Com- 
mittee which  supplied  also  Japanese 
parasols,  (as  a  refuge  from  confetti 
showers  from  above),  the  Alumni 
ate,  talked  about  old  times,  and  gave 
old  cheers  and  songs.  During  the 
luncheon  there  was  music  at  inter- 
vals by  the  Bethlehem  Steel  Band 
Orchestra.  It  was  a  real  family  af- 
fair into  which  everybody  entered 
with    zest    and    enjoyment. 

The  same  spirit  and  enthusiastic 
tone  about  Lehigh  marked  all  of  the 
speeches.  Dr.  Drinker  presided  and 
his  opening  talk  once  more  enforced 
the  general  Alumni  feeling  that,  in 
the  energy,  the  enthusiasm  and  the 
devotion  of  its  President  lies  one  vi- 
tal source  of  Lehigh's  present  ad- 
vancement and  promise. 

A  feature  of  extraordinary  interest 
came  in  the  announcement  of  the  do- 
nation of  three  athletic  cups  that  are 
to  find  place  in  the  trophy  room  of 
the  Taylor  Gymnasium.  Eugene  G. 
Grace,  '99,  President  of  the  Bethle- 
hem Steel  Company,  and  a  basebaU 
star  in  his  undergraduate  days,  read 
a  communication  from  Mrs.  Rollin 
H.  Wilbur,  daughter  of  the  late  Dr. 
R.  A.  Lamberton,  former  President  of 
the  University.  Mrs.  Wilbur's  letter, 
written  in  real  "fan"  fashion,  of- 
fered a  large  silver  cup  (the  Nannie 
Lamberton  Wilbur  Cup),  upon  which 
is  to  be  engraved  each  year  the  name 
of  the  best  all-around  player  on  the 
Varsity  baseball  team. 


Another  cup,  to  be  competed  for  an- 
nually by  the  members  of  the  lacrosse 
team,  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Drinker, 
(the  Ernesta  Drinker  Cup),  whose 
communication  was  read  by  President 
Drinker, — "I  hope  to  see  many  a  good 
name  engraved  on  this  cup,  names 
that  are  first  in  the  big  game  fought 
out  every  year  at  Lehigh  as  well  as 
first  in  sport." 

Mrs.  Wilbur  was  not  able  to  be 
present,  but  Mrs.  Drinker  was  in  the 
gallery  and  bowed  acknowledgements 
to  the  greetings  started  by  Archibald 
Johnston,    '89. 

"What's  the  matter  with  Ernesta?" 

"She's  all  right." 

""Who's  all  right?" 

"Why — Ernesta." 

Archibald  Johnston,  '89,  followed 
with  the  presentation  of  a  third  cup, 
to  be  engraved  each  fall  with  the 
name  of  Lehigh's  best  football  player 
for  that  season.  Mr.  Johnston  told 
how 

"When  our  beloved  friend  and  Almunus, 
'Charlie'  Taylor,  so  modestly  presented  Le- 
high with  this  beautiful  gymnasium  with  its 
swimming  pool  and  a  few  other  'oddities'  as 
the  field  house,  etc.,  I  happened  to  be  present 
and  suggested  that,  if  agreeable,  I  should 
like  to  present  the  gymnasium  with  its  first 
piece  of  furniture  in  the  shape  of  a  football 
cup." 

This  cup  is  to  be  known  as  the 
Archibald  Johnston  Cup. 

Professor  Reiter,  as  Professor  of 
Physical  Education,  accepted  the  cups 
in  a  forceful  speech  and  introduced 
Charles  I.  Anderson,  '15,  of  the  base- 
ball team,  and  Romeyn  S.  Dunn,  '14, 
of  the  lacrosse  team  who  were  ad- 
judged the  best  players  of  their  re- 
spective teams  in  the  past  year.

1914   Graduation  Exercises 

Ninety-four  members  of  the  class 
of  1914  received  degrees  of  the  Uni- 
versity at  exercises  held  in  Packer 
Memorial  Church  on  Tuesday  morn- 
ing, June  9. 

President  Drinker  presided.  There 
were  on  the  platform  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  entire  Fac- 
ulty and  teaching  staff.  The  audience 
-^relatives  and  friends  of  the  grad- 
uates and  others— was  large. 

The  annual  Alumni  address  to  the 
graduating  class  was  delivered  by 
Archibald  Johnston,  M.  E.  '89,  Vice- 
President  of  the  Bethlehem  Steel  Com- 
pany. Mr.  Johnston  gave  the  young 
men  counsel  about  their  attitude 
toward  life  and  work.  Declaring  that 
"entirely  too  small  a  percentage  of 
college  men  occupy  important  lucra- 
tive positions,"  the  speaker  in  the 
course  of  his  address  said: 

My  travels  extending  over  a  period  of 
about  twenty  years,  embracing  the  four  quar- 


ters of  the  globe,  have  brought  me  in  contact 
with  the  people  of  almost  every  nation,  and  I 
have  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  train- 
ing Lehigh  men  receive  holds  for  them  a 
place  in  the  engineering  markets  of  this 
country,  but  I  fear  that  we,  in  common  with 
the  technical  men  of  other  American  colleges, 
have  become  entirely  too  technical.  We  are 
as  a  whole,  decidedly  lacking,  first,  in  lan- 
guages, and  all  else  being  equal,  the  man 
who  speaks  the  language  of  the  country  has, 
to  say  the  least,  a  great  advantage  in  con- 
ducting negotiations,  and  it  is  also  my  belief 
that  a  much  wider  field  is  available  to  those 
who  will  devote  two  additional  years  to  the 
arts,  or  a  general  cultural  course. 

Mr.  Johnston's  address  has  been 
published  in  the  University's  pamph- 
let series. 

Then  followed  the  conferring  of 
honorary  degrees  upon  Cyprien  Odilon 
Mailloux,  Lewis  Buckley  Stillwell  and 
Charles  M.  Schwab,  reported  else- 
where in  this  Bulletin. 

Professor  Thornburg,  Secretary  of 
the  Faculty,  announced  the  winners  of 
student  honors  and  prizes.  The  Wil- 
bur Scholarship  of  $200  was  awarded 
to  Asher  Freeman  Hess  of  Richland 
Center,  Pa. 

Dr.  Drinker's  last  words  to  the 
graduates  at  the  close  of  the  exercises 
were: 

"Men  of  1914,  —We  have  journeyed  four 
long  years  together,- — four  short  years  too 
they  have  been.  We  now  sever  the  scholastic 
association,  and  begin  the  broader,  deeper 
friendship  of  fellow  alumni  of  Lehigh.

Three  Honorary  Degrees 

At  the  University  Day  exercises  on 
June  9,  three  honorary  degrees  were 
conferred,  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Engineering,  (never  before  being 
given  at  Lehigh),  upon  Charles  M. 
Schwab,  Chairman  of  the  Bethlehem 
Steel  Corporation  and  a  Trustee  of  the 
University,  and  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Science  upon  Cyprien  Odilon  Mail- 
loux and  Lewis  B.  Stillwell,  eminent 
leaders  in  the  field  of  electrical  en- 
gineering. Mr.  Stillwell  is  a  past- 
President  and  Mr.  Mailloux  is  the 
present  President  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers. 

Mr.  Stillwell  was  presented  on  behalf 
of  the  Faculty  by  Professor  Franklin; 
Mr.  Mailloux  by  Professor  Esty,  and 
Mr.  Schwab  by  Professor  Pdchards. 
In  conferring  the  degree,  Dr.  Drinker 
said,   addressing  Mr.    Malloux: 

"Cyprien  Odilox  Mailloux. 
"A  great  engineer,  President  of  the  Ameri- 
can Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers,  in  the 
front  rank  'of  the  profession  that  is  enlight- 
ening and  moving  our  old  world  to  new  and 
great  departures  in  the  arts,  in  transporta- 
tion, in  safety,  and  in  comfort,  we  welcome 
you  to  the  brotherhood  of  Lehigh  Alumni  as 
an  honored  associate  and  we  pay  tribute  to  the 
record  you  have  made  as  inventor,  writer 
and  engineer,  and  take  pride  in  the  thought 
that  in  the  future  triumphs  you  will  win,  we 
may  feel  the  interest  and  personal  sympathy 
of  friends  and  fellow-alumni." 

Addressing  Mr.  Stillwell  Dr.  Drinker 
said: 

"Lewis    Buckley    Stillwell. 

"Distinguished  alumnus  of  our  University, 
Past  President  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Electrical  Engineers,  a  leader  in  the  practice 
of  the  great  profession  of  Electrical  En- 
gineering which  is  changing  all  things  on 
earth  and  that,  great  as  have  been  its 
achievements  in  the  past,  holds  promise  and 
potency  of  greater  things  to  come,  your 
success  as  an  engineer,  and  your  life  as  a 
man.  teach  a  lesson  of  pre-eminent  value  to 
the  young  engineers  who  follow  you  here,  and 
reflect  on  your  Alma  Mater  a  credit  of  which 
all  Lehigh  men  are  proud." 

When  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  En- 
gineering was  conferred  on  Mr. 
Schwab,  Bishop  Talbot,  speaking  on 
behalf  of  Mr.  Schwab's  associates  in 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  said: 

"Mr.  Schwab:  You  have  heard  from  Pro- 
fessor Richards,  representing  the  Faculty,  on 
what  abundant  grounds  of  reason  and  pro- 
priety- Lehigh  University  has  claimed  the 
privilege  of  conferring  upon  you  this  De- 
gree. 
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The  Professor  has  dwelt  upon  the  scien- 
tific and  industrial  pre-eminence  which  you 
have  attained.  But  we  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  desire  as  your  personal  friends  and 
fellow  Trustees  to  add  to  the  felicitations  of 
this  interesting  occasion  the  assurance  of  our 
warm  affections  and  esteem.

Iiehigh  and  the  Bach  Festival 

"The  greatest  choir  and  the  finest 
sequence  of  choral  performances  in 
the    country." 

This  characterization  of  the  Bach 
Choir  and  Bach  Festival  forms  the 
closing  words  of  special  correspond- 
ence of  The  Outlook  in  its  issue  of 
June  20.  The  article  was  contributed 
by  Fullerton  L.  "Waldo,  Associate  Edi- 
tor of  the  Philadelphia  Public  Ledger, 
a  music  critic  of  the  highest  rank  and 
a  critic  morever  who  can  write.  Mr. 
Waldo's  news  accounts  and  reviews  in 
the  Ledger  of  May  30,  31,  June  1  and 
2  were  splendid  tributes  to  the  revived 
Festival  that  for  three  years  has  been 
held  "in  the  cruciform  ivied  church 
upon  the  campus  of  Lehigh  Univer- 
sity, amid  oaks  and  chestnuts,  on  the 
slope  of  the  green  hills." 

The  University's  aid  was  recog- 
nized in  the  Ledger  review  of  June  1: 

"Lehigh    University's    Aid. 

"Doctor  Henry  Sturgis  Drinker,  president 
of  Lehigh  University  and  chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  has,  with  characteristic 
breadth  of  vision  and  a  sense  of  the  major 
values,  placed  the  resources  of  the  University 
behind  the  devoted  co-operation  of  Bethlehem 
citizens — as  instanced  in  the  hospitalities 
extended  by  the  .King's  Daughters,  and  by 
the  well-nigh  universal  rule  of  the  "open 
house"  on  and  off  the  hillside  campus  that 
formed  the  sunlit  woodland  setting.  Vice- 
President  Emery  and  Registrar  Walters 
were  self-effacingly  concerned  in  the  minu- 
test details  of  executive  arrangement,  and 
the  eminent  metallurgist,  Joseph  Richards, 
is  but  one  of  many  of  Lehigh's  'big  men' 
whose  voices  have  been  robustly  upraised  in 
in  the  'Kyrie'  or  the  'Gloria'  as  often  as  in 
the  discussion  of  the  hysteresis  of  steel  or 
the  modulus  of  elasticity.  A.  N.  Cleaver  and 
W.  A.  Wilbur,  as  well  as  Mr.  Schwab,  are 
trustees  of  the  University  and  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  choir." 

To  this  may  be  added  the  comment 
in  the  last  issue  of  the  Bulletin  that 
Dr.  J.  Fred.  Wolle,  the  great  founder 
and  conductor  of  the  Festival,  was  for 
many  years  the  organist  of  Lehigh 
University,  and  that  T.  Edgar  Shields, 
the  organist  of  the  Festival,  is  the 
present  University  organist. 

That  Lehigh  thus  contributes  so 
fitting  a  setting  for  "the  most  impor- 
tant musical  event  in  the  United 
States"  and  so  energetically  lends  ad- 
ministrative s'uport  cannot  but  be  a 
source  of  satisfaction  to  the  Univer- 
sity's Alumni  and  friends.

A  Serious  Joke  on  Dr.  Drinker 

Last  March  the  "New  York  Evening 
Post"  wrote  Dr.  Drinker  asking  him  to 
contribute  to  a  series  of  articles  (from 
College  and  University  Presidents) 
"representing  the  progress  and  ten- 
dencies of  higher  education  as  shown 
concretely  in  the  institutions  them- 
selves," and  asking  especially  for  in- 
formation on  vital  changes  of  cur- 
riculum, important  additions  to  plant 
and.  equipment,  measures  recently  un- 
dertaken or  intended  to  promote  the 
personal,  social,  and  educational  wel- 
fare of  the  student  body. 

Dr.  Drinker  turned  the  matter  over 
to  Vice-President  Emery,  who  pre- 
pared an  article  and  sent  it  to  the 
"Post,"  stating  that  he  had  done  so  at 
Dr.  Drinker's  request.  The  manuscript  as 
sent  was  entitled  and  headed:  "Lehigh 
University,  by  N.  M.  Emery,  M.  A., 
Vice-President."  Alumni  of  Lehigh 
know  how  impossible  it  would  be  to 
write  a  communication  under  the 
above  heads  designated  by  the  Post 
'  without  giving  Dr.  Drinker  some 
measure  of  credit  for  much  that  has 
been  accomplished  during  the  nine 
years  of  his  incumbency  as  President. 
In  this  letter  Mr.  Emery  said  of  Dr. 
Drinker:  "Bringing  to  his  new  work 
thirty  years  of  experience  with  men 
and  affairs  as  an  engineer,  lawyer,  and 
business  man,  Dr.  Drinker  saw  that 
the  most  pressing  need  of  the  Univer- 
sity was  better  facilities  for  student 
life,"    then    making    mention    of    what 
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had  been  accomplished.  Mr.  Emery  al- 
so referred  in  this  letter  to  Dr. 
Drinker's  active  work  in  public  service 
as  President  of  the  American  Forestry 
Association,  as  an  executive  committee 
member  of  the  National  Conservation 
Congress,  as  President  of  the  Students 
National  Reserve  Corps,  and  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Universi- 
ties, Colleges  and  Educational  Insti- 
tutions of  the  United  States  in  the  pro- 
posed   Centenary    Peace    Celebration. 

These  statements  in  Mr.  Emery's  ar- 
ticle, while  highly  proper,  were  state- 
ments that  never  could  have  been 
made  by  Dr.  Drinker  about  himself, 
and  his  measure  of  chagrin  may  be 
imagined  when  the  Post  changed  the 
authorship  of  the  article  (when  they 
published  it  on  June  9),  from  Mr. 
Emery  to  Dr.  Drinker!  This  was  evi- 
dently done  with  a  view  to  crediting 
the  articles  to  College  Heads.  However, 
they  handsomely  made  such  amends 
as  they  could  by  the  publication  of 
the  following  in  their  issue  of  June  16: 

"A  Correction. 
"The  Post  published  in  its  issue  of  June 
9th,  among  other  letters  from  college  presi- 
dents, one  from  Lehigh  University,  which,  by 
an  error,  was  attributed  to  Dr.  Henry  Stur- 
gis  Drinker,  the  President  of  the  University. 
The  letter  was,  in  fact,  written  and  contri- 
buted by  Mr.  Natt  M.  Emery,  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  University.  The  letter  referred 
in  kindly  terms  to  the  work  of  Dr.  Drinker 
as  an  alumnus  in  promoting  the  interests  of 
the  University." 


Charley  Taylor  Day 

On  October  17th  next  (Saturday)  the 
University  plays  Carnegie  Tech.  at 
football,  and  this  date  was  set  aside 
last  spring,  in  conference  with  Mr. 
Taylor,  as  the  time  for  the  formal 
opening  of  the  New  Gymnasium;  it  is 
to  be  observed  as  "Charley  Taylor 
Day",  the  opening  exercises  at  the 
Gymnasium  to  take  place  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  the  football  game  with  Car- 
negie Tech.  to  follow  in  the  afternoon. 
It  is  expected  that  a  large  delegation 
of  the  Pittsburg  Lehigh  Club  will  come 
on  for  the  occasion,  and  without  doubt 
the  Northeastern  Pennsylvania,  New 
York,  and  Philadelphia  Clubs  will  be 
here  in  force,  with  also  alumni  from 
more  distant  points  who  can  arrange 
to  attend.

In  addition  to  the  students  attending 
the  usual  engineering  summer  courses 
and  the  "repeaters"  courses  there  are 
to  be  seen  on  the  campus  these  days  a 
goodly  body  of  persons,  women  as  well 
as  men,  taking  the  new  Summer  Ex- 
tension School  Work.  Courses  are  of- 
fered secondary  school  teachers  and 
others  in  Psychology,  Education, 
English,  French,  German,  Physics  and 
Chemistry. 

Work  is  proceeding  rapidly  on  the 
new  fraternity  house  of  Beta  Lambda 
Chapter  of  Delta  Tau  Delta,  located 
above  Drown  Memorial  Hall  and  the 
Commons.

Ground  will  be 
broken  shortly  for  an  Alpha  Tau 
Omego  House,  to  be  built  on  the 
campus  also.

The  first  and  third  shows  were 
given  in  the  Grand  Opera  House, 
South  Bethlehem,  in  Junior  Week  in 
April  and  in  Commencement  Week  in 
June.  A  feature  that  the  boys  greatly 
enjoyed  was  a  visit  to  New  York  when 
they  gave  a  performance  on  May  2  in 
the  Hotel  Plaza  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Lehigh  University  Alumni  Associa- 
tion of  Greater  New  York.

Anyone  within  hearing  distance  of 
the  jubilant  roar  that  went  up  from 
Taylor  Field  at  the  close  of  the  Le- 
high-Lafayette game  on  June  6  need 
not  be  told  that  Lehigh  had  a  success- 
ful baseball  season.  That  nerve-rack- 
ing contest  epitomized  the  struggles 
the  Brown  and  White  faced  all  spring. 
Happily  it  saw  victory  reward  the  ef- 
forts of  the  team  and  coach  whose 
supreme  aim  was  to  capture  the  series 
from  Lafayette,  which  had,  ac- 
cording to  an  Easton  correspondent  of 
a  Philadelphia  paper,  "probably  the 
most  successful  season  that  the  ma- 
roon and  white  team  has  ever  had."

OBITUARY 


James  M.  Colwell,  '86 

The  following  note  appeared  in  the 
May  issue  of  the.  Old  School  Letter  of 
the  Bethlehem  Preparatory  School: 

"James  M.  Colwell,  who  completed 
his  preparation  at  this  school  in  1886 
and  entered  Lehigh  University  in  that 
same  year,  died  April  2  6,  1913.  No 
further  details  have  reached,  us." 

Claude  S.  Haynes,  C.E.,  '93 
Claude  Sanford  Haynes,  Assistant 
Engineer  in  the  Department  of  Sewers, 
New  York  City,  died  on  May  4  in  his 
home,  556  Dean  Street,  Brooklyn,  after 
having  been  ill  with  pneumonia.  Ser- 
vices were  held  in  Brooklyn  and  at 
Elmira,  New  York,  where  interment 
was  made. 

Mr.  Haynes  was  forty-three  years 
old.  He  was  born  in  Elmira,  New 
York,  and  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  there,  being  the  valedictorian 
of  his  class  at  the  Elmira  Free 
Academy.  He  entered  Lehigh  in  1889 
and  was  graduated  as  a  civil  engineer 
in  1893.  He  was  a  member  of  the  old 
Engineering  Society  and  was  on  the 
Roll  of  Honor. 
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Mr.  Haynes  followed  the  profession 
of  civil  engineering-  for  twenty-one 
years  and  held  a  number  of  responsible 
positions. 

He  is  survived  hy  his  widow  and  a 
son  two  years  old  and  by  his  parents. 

Lawrence  C.  Brink,  C.E.,  '94 

The  May  9  issue  of  "Engineering 
Record"  contained  a  photograph  and 
an  obituary  note  of  Lawrence  C.  Brink, 
C.E.,  '94,  who  died  on  May  2.  The 
note  was  as  follows: 

"Lawrence  C.  Brink,  general  manager  for 
the  Pittsburgh  Contracting  Company  on  the 
construction  of  one  of  the  four  sections  of  the 
$25,000,000  aqueduct  tunnel  which  will  de- 
liver the  Catskill  water  supply  within  the 
limits  of  New  York  City,  died  of  typhoid 
fever  May  2.  Mr.  Brink  had  formerly  been 
division  engineer  of  the  Wallkill  division 
of  the  Catskill  aqueduct.  It  was  on  this 
work  that  he  displayed  the  qualities  as  an 
executive  that  led  the  contractors  to  induce 
him  to  resign  his  position  with  the  Board  of 
Water  Supply  and  assume  general  charge 
of  their  big  tunnel  contract.  Mr.  Brink  was 
born  in  Frenchtown,  N.  Y.,  in  1869  and 
graduated  as  a  civil  engineer  from  Lehigh 
University  in  1894.  His  first  work  was  with 
the  New  York  Central  &  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road. From  1901  to  1906  Mr.  Brink  served 
on  the  engineer  corps  of  the  Rapid  Transit 
Commission  which  was  building  the  New 
York  subway.  He  made  studies  of  the  ven- 
tilation of  the  subway  and  designed  the 
louvres  in  use  to-day.  His  next  position 
was  that  of  night  superintendent  for  the 
United  Engineering  &  Contracting  Com- 
pany on  the  construction  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania tunnels  in  New  York,  which  he  left 
to  take  up  his  work  on  the  Catskill  aqueduct. 
His  work  on  the  aqueduct  was  in  locating 
the  line  between  the  Shawangunk  Mountains 
and  the  Hudson  River.  This  covered  a  large 
territory,  on  account  of  several  changes  in 
the  proposed  crossing  of  the  Hudson  River. 
To  this  problem  he  gave  his  entire  attention 
until  the  final  location  was  made.  His 
division  as  finally  constructed  comprised 
part  of  the  Bonticou  tunnel,  the  Mohonk  tun- 
nel, the  Wallkill  siphon,  4  1-2  miles  long, 
and  about  5  miles  of  cut-and-cover  aqueduct. 
Mr.  Brink's  long  experience  with  the  New 
York  subway,  the  Pennsylvania  and  Board 
of  Water  Supply  tunnels  made  him  well 
known  among  engineers.  He  was  a  natural 
leader  and  was  extremely  popular,  not  only 
among  engineers  and  contractors,  but  also 
among  laborers,  in  whose  welfare  he  took  a 
warm  interest.  As  general  manager  for  the 
Pittsburgh  Contracting  Company.  Mr.  Brink 
enjoyed  the  distinction  of  holing  through  the 
longest  stretch — 18  miles — of  continuous 
tunnel   in  the  world." 

J.  Clinton  Landefeld,  '05 
J.  Clinton  Landefeld,  Superintendent 
of  the  Reading  Company's  operations 
at  West  Bear  Valley  Colliers^,  died  at 
Shamokin  on  June  9  following  a  sun- 
stroke.   " 


Mr.  Landefeld  was  born  at  Ashland 
on  August  22,  1882,  the  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  William  Landefeld.  He  prepared 
for  Lehigh  at  the  Bethlehem  Prepara- 
tory School  and  in  September,  1901, 
entered  Lehigh  with  the  class  of  1905, 
taking  the  course  in  Mechanical  Engi- 
neering. He  played  right  tackle  on 
the  Varsity  football  team  captained  by 
"Andy"  Farabaugh. 

Roque  G.  Mimoz,  '11 

Stricken  with  typhoid  pneumonia  on 
April  30,  while  en  route  to  Honduras 
to  visit  his  birthplace,  Roque  G.  Munoz, 
'11,  of  Bethlehem,  was  removed  to  a 
hospital  in  New  Orleans.  His  mother 
and  sister-in-law,  Marian  G.  Brennan, 
of  Bethlehem,  a  trained  nurse,  were 
called  to  his  bedside,  where  they  re- 
mained until  May  27,  when  the 
physician  in  charge  advised  that  they 
remove  him  to  a  northern  climate.  At 
Washington,  D.  C,  he  became  critic- 
ally ill  and  was  removed  to  the  resi- 
dence of  Carl  D.  Ritter,  at  6  03  Q  Street, 
Northwest,  where  he  died  on  May  29. 
Mr.  Munoz  was  a  son  of  Roque  J.  and 
Baptistine  Munoz  and  was  born  in 
Honduras  on  September  29,  188  8.  He 
entered  Lehigh  in  1907  from  the  Army 
and  Navy  Preparatory  School,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  After  leaving  college,  he 
was  in  the  employ  of  the  Didier-March 
Company  at  South  Bethlehem.  Shortly 
before  his  death  Mr.  Munoz  received  a 
patent  on  an  ice-making  machine  that 
is  said  to  be  important  in  the  ice- 
making  industry.  On  August  22,  1911, 
he  married  Mae  E.  Brennan,  of  Allen- 
town.  High  mass  was  said  in 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Infancy  and 
interment  was  made  in  St.  Michael's 
Cemetery,  South  Bethlehem.  Besides 
the  mother  and  wife  and  five-months- 
old  daughter,  two  sisters  America  and 
Mrs.  Claves,  of  Honduras,  survive. 

Jarvis  de  Groot,  '15 

Jarvis  De  Groot,  a  member  of  the 
Class  of  1915  in  the  University,  died  on 
May  7  in  the  home  of  his  parents,  Mr. 
and  Mrs,  Jarvis  De  Groot,  Catasauqua. 
He  was  2  0  years  old.  Death  resulted 
from  an  abscess  on  the  brain.  Mr. 
De  Groot  was  ill  five  days,  his  health 
up  to  that  time  having  been  good. 

Mr.  De  Groot  was  a  student  of  un- 
common ability  and  promise.     He  was 
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graduated  in  1910  from  the  Catasauqua 
High  School  as  Valedictorian  of  his 
class,  with  the  highest  general  average 
ever  attained  in  that  school.  He  en- 
tered Bethlehem  Preparatory  School 
and  was  graduated  in  1911  with  highest 
honors.  At  Lehigh,  where  he  took  the 
course  in  Mechanical  Engineering,  Mr. 
De  Groot  won  first  honor  in  German  as 
a  Freshman,  and  in  the  Sophomore 
year  was  awarded  the  Wilbur  Scholar- 
ship of  $200.  He  won  a  first  prize  in 
English  and  ranked  high  in  French 
and  other  studies. 

The  survivors  are  the  parents,   two 
brothers  and  a  sister.

President  William  C.  Anderson,  '94, 
headed  the  delegation  of  the  North- 
eastern Club  that  attended  the  festivi- 
ties of  Alumni  Day.  Vice-President 
R.  Harvey,  '9  5,  was  among  the  Wilkes- 
Barre  Lehigh  Alumni  who  heard  the 
Bach  Festival  at  the  University  on 
May  29-30.
